registration dates, No fee is 
charged for filing. 

After December 1, it will be 
unlawful to possess an unregis- 
tered firearm, By the way, if 
your War Trophy 1s not deacti- 
vated, or you’re not sure about it 
IRS will make arrangements to 
have the weapon inspected and 
deactivated, free of charge, and 
with no obligation,
